A COMPROMISE IN THE COMMITTEE 
ON PLATFORM. 


The Piank of 1884 Reaffirmed, the Last 
Annual Message of the President In- 
dorsed and Declared a Correct Inter- 
pretation of That Plank, and the Demo- 
cratic Representatives in Congress Asked 
to Uphold the Mille Measure—A Hot 
Fight Between Gorman and Watterson. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 6.— Special. — The 
struggle of the two factions of Democracy 
represented on the Com. mittee on Platform 
came to an end at 9 o’clogk tonight with the 
adoption by viva voce vote of a compromise 
document in which both sides clam the 
victory. The platform was thus described 
by Chairman Watterson: 


„We renew our fidelity to the principles 


of the Democratic party, reaffirm the tariff 
plank of the platform of 1884, indorse the last 
annual message of the President, and declare 
it a correct interpretation of that 
plank. We approve and applaud tne 
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DEAR TO THE DEMOCRATS, 

(The collar and the bandana.) 
efforts of our Democratic repre- 
sentatives in Congress to reduc: and 
reform the tariff. At the end of the platform 
we add a resolution commending the Mills 
Tariff bill and asking the Democratic Repre- 
sentatives in Congress to uphold and if possi- 
bie pass it. We could not embody this reso- 
lution with the platform because it is pend- 
ing legislation and we have no assurance of 
what it will contain when enacted, if it shall 
be enacted.”’ | 

Mr. Watterson was asked if the platform 
as adopted by the committee was in accord- 
ance with his original idea. He replied: 
“My original idea did not embrace a re- 
currence to the platform of 1884, and 
when that suggestion was made I opposed 
it because the platform of 1854 has been 
variously interpreted. But when the re- 
affirmation of the platform of 1884 was 
coupled with the declaration that the tariff 
plank was correctly interpreted in the Presi- 
dent’s message, the proposition met my 
hearty approval.“ 

„Was there anything else, Mr. Watterson? 
What about silver!“ 

“O, d—n silver,” shouted Mr. Watterson, 
unable to submit longer, and, bursting away 
trom his pursuer, he was gone. 

The precise wording of the clause in the 
committee’s report referring to the platform 
of 1884, and the President's interpretation 
thereof, is as follows: 

The views of the President as expressed in his 
last annual message on the gubject of tariff re- 
duction are a true and correct interpretation of 
the platform. 5 rs 

The compromised platform will be present- 
ed to the convention tomorrow by Chairman 
Watterson, and brief speeches thereon wiil 
be made by Mr. Watterson, Gov. Abbett, 
Senator Gorman, and Senator Turpie. There 
Will be no contest so far as the committee is 
concerned, and probably none at all. 

When Mr. Morrison was asked for nis opin- 
ion upon the results of the committee’s work 
he said that he was not yet prepared to talk, 
but would have something to say at the prop- 
er time. 

The following is the full wording of the 
tariff plank of the Democratic platform 
adopted in Chicago in 1884: 

The Democratic party is pledged to revise 
the tariff in a spirit of fairness to all interests. 
But in making a reduction in taxes it is not pro- 
posed to injure any domestic industries, but 
rather protect their healthy growth. From the 
foundation of this Government taxes collected 
at the custom-house have been the chief source 
of Federul revenue; such they must continue to 
be. Moreover, many industries have come to 
rely upon legislation for a successful continu- 
ance, and that any change of the law 
must be at every step regardful of the labor 
and capital involved. The process of reform 
must be subject in execution to this plain 
dictate of justice—all taxation shall be limited 
to the requirements of an economical govern- 
ment. The necessary reduction in taxation can 
and must be effected without depriving Ameri- 
can labor of the ability to compete successfully 
with foreign labor, and without imposing lower 
rates of duty than will be ample to cover any in- 
creased cost of production which may ex- 


ist in consequence of the higher rate 
of wages prevailing in this coun- 
try. Sufficient revenue to pay all the 


expenses of the Federal Government econom- 
ically administered, including pensions, interest 
and principal of the public debt, can be got under 
our present system of taxation from custom- 
house taxes on fewer imported articles, bearing 
heaviest on articles of luxury and bearing light- 
est on articles of necessity. We therefore de- 
nounce the abuse of the présent tariff, and sub- 
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THEY CELEBRATED IN THE USUAL WAY. 
ject to the preceding limitations we demand that 
Federal taxation shall be exclusively for public 
purposes, and shall not exceed the needs of the 
Government eccnomically administered. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 6.—The platform 
as agreed upon by the committee tonight 
is a compromise between the two fac- 
tions. The compact between Congressman 
Scott and Senator Gorman to secure for the 
President an indorsement that would be sat- 
isfactory to him and yet not weasen tne 
party at the polls in the doubtful States was 
strong enough to force some concessions 
from the extreme tariff reformers. At the 
same time the latter had votes enough to 
compel the opposition to consent to an in- 
dorsement of the President’s message as a 
correct interpretation of the tariff piank of 
1884, and to secure an indorsement of the 
Mills bill by a resolution added to the tariff 
plank. 

Thus, with the exception of yielding a 
little stronger declaration on the tariff than 
he at first proposed, Congressman Scott, the 
direct representative of the Administration, 
is likely to secure all that he set out to se- 
cure—Cleveland, Thurman, and a moderate 
tariff declaration.

Maryland’s Senator Waxes Eloquent in 
Favor of the Plank of 1884. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 6.— [Special. |—Atthis 
morning’s session the sub-committee _ re- 
ported an inability to agree, the point at 
issue being the question of reaffirming the 
tariff piank in the platform of 1884.

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TROUBLE BETWEEN HUSBAND AND 
WIFE ENDED BY SUICIDE. 


Walter A. Spicer, the Well-Known Painter 
and Decorator, Sends sa VPistol-Ball 
Through His Own Brain—The Deed 
Witnessed by His Sister-in-Law—Driven 
to Desperation by a Conversation with 
His Wife—The Woman Who Caused the 
Difficalty. 


Owing to trouble between his wife aud 
himself, Walter A. Spicer, a master painter, 
shot himself in the temple about 8:50 last 
night at the corner of Thirteenth street and 
Wabash avenue. He had been arrested on a 
charge of infidelity preferred by his wife, 
and the case had been called in the Harrison 
Street Police Court yesterday morning, when 
it was continued to the 16th and Spicer re- 
leased on $700 bonds. He had been living at 
the National Hotel and his wife stopping 
with her married sister, Mrs. George Kohler, 
at No. 1307 Wabash avenue. 

About 8 o’clock last nignt he called 
at the house and was conducted up-stairs to 
his wife’s apartments. Mrs. Spicer’s sister 
and her brother-in-law were in the room, but 
retired at once to an apartment across a nar- 
row hail. Mr. Spicer appeared much agi- 
tated. 

“Is it true that you have commenced suit 
for a divorcee?” he asked. 

The wife had already become infected 
with the emotion which her husband could 
not control, and she began to cry. 

Ves, it is true,” she answered; “but I 
will drop it if you will only leave that other 
woman. Won’t you?” 

My God, Minnie, vou don’t know what 
trouble I am in! Ican’t leave the other 
woman.” Mr. Spicer dropped into a chair 
and buried his face in his hands. 

“Why not!“ demanded his wife, 

Because I’ve married her.“ 

„Married her!“ 

„Now do you understand? If you push 
this thing I shall be prosecuted for. bigamy.” 

Mrs. Spicer was unprepared for any. such 
revelation as this, and it was several minutes 
before she was able to articulate. 

Lou must leave that Woman!” she again 
insisted. I can do nothing nor promise to 
do anyybing until you leave her.“

When within afew feet of the cor- 
ner he again drew the revolver—a heavy 32- 
calibre weapon—and, placing it to the right 
temple, fired. The bali passed through his 
skull, making an opening from which the 
brain oozed. Mrs. Kohier fellon the pros- 
trate form and cried: 

What 
have you done!“ ) 

Her husband, on hearing the shot, hurried 
out and took her away, and some bystanders 
called the patrol-wagon, which conveyed 
Spicer to the County Hospital. There the 
doctors said he would not live more than 
three hours. He died at 1:35 this morning. 

At 10 o’clock in the evening Mrs. Spicer 
was still in acondition bordering on nysteria. 
Her face was drawn and white and she lookeu 
the picture of despair. She was constantly 
attended by her sister. ,

The other members of the family were ex- 
tremely reticent regarding the episode upon 
which the application for divorce was based. 
They declared that the woman in the case— 


Belle Carter—was not in Chicago. 


“Tf she was we would have had her ar- 
rested before this.“ they said. 

Mrs. Jennie L. Spicer was married to Wal- 
ter five years ago. He was a master sign- 
painter, a partner in the firm of Dunham & 
Spicer, at No. 111 Madison street, and had 
quite an income. The couple lhved at the 
National Hotei till about six months ago, when 
Mrs. Spicer began to suspect her husband of 
infidelity. She made some investigations 
and discovered, it is said, that her husband 
had fallen in love with Belle Carter, a pretty 
girl who was working as a servant for a 
South Side family, but soon quit that and 
went into the dressmaking business, her 
husband, Mrs. Spicer claims, furnishing the 
money. She informed her husband of her 
discoveries and threatened him with arrest. 
He at onceleft for Kansas City, taking Belle 
with him. Mrs. Spicer followed the pair and 
had her husband arrested. The case was 
compromised, he promising to leave Belle 
ana return to his wife. His wife believed 
him and went off on a visit to St. Louis, 
where she heard from Chicago friends that 
her husband had returned from Kansas City, 
bringing with him Belle Carter. She hurried 
here and swore out a warrant before Justice 
Kersten. Spicer was brought before Justice 
R. H. White yesterday morning and denied 
the charges, claiming that Belle Carter was 
not his wife.

Edward H. Waldron, so the story goes, 
was a telegraph operator at Lafayette, 
Ind., when he married his first wife 
Mary. They lived together for twenty- 
two years, and prospered until Waldron was 
quite well off and occupied a high official 
position ina railroad company whose line 
enters Chicago. His duties brought him fre- 
quently to Chicago and here he met wife No. 
2, though whether he made her acquaintance 
before the death of her husband or after- 
wards does not appear. At any rate, it was 
not long after her husband’s death before 
Waldron’s attentions to her became quite 
marked and their intimacy a matter of com- 
ment. Waldron about this time grew dis- 
sipated and lost his means, as well as his 
Official position, for which, it is said, he 
blamed, unjustly, his wife. About two 
years ago Mrs. Waidron No. 1 
could stand his neglect no longer and ob- 
tained a divorce from him in June, 1887, at 
Lafayette, the ground being his bad habits 
and his connection with the widow. His 
marriage with Mrs. Waldon No. 2 took place 
shortly afterwards, and is said to have been 
performed in Columbus, O. They are now 
said to be living in great style in Chicago, 
the paint manufacturer’s money still holding 
out in plenty. 

The first wife is said to be in delicate 
health, the result of her troubles, and de- 
pendent upon the earnings of a son, who is 
engaged in business in this city. He owes 
his position, it is said, to his father’s influ- 
ence, but his sympathies are all with his 
mother. Wife No. 2 is said to be a younger 
woman than her predecessor, and of .great 
physical charms, to say nothing of her 
wealth. 

A reporter called at the Waldron residence 
last evening, but was informed that the pres- 
ent Mrs. Waldrop had no knowledge of any 
Mary Waldron, nor could she imagine any 
cause for a suit being brought against her by 
such a person. Her attorney, who was pres- 
ent, tried to make out that, inasmuch as it 
was an action for trespass on the case, it 
must have reference to some real-estate mat- 
ters, as Mrs. Josephine Waldron had consid- 
erable property in real estate.

A REVIEW OF THE DAY. 


Fatile Effort of the Gray Men to Make 
Capital Out of the Adjournment. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 6.—[Special. |—Tomor- 
row’s session of the convention will probably 
be a short one. Thurman will be nominated 
either on the first ballot or by acclamation, 
and the compromise tariff platform is to be 
adopted without any contest on the floor. 
Everybody welcomes the prospect of aspeedy 
escape from St. Louis. The weather is hot, 
and there is so little interest in the proceed- 
ings that many of the visitors left for home 
on tonight’s trains. There is much dissatis- 
faction at the failure to hold an evening 
session and get through tonight. It is 
now seen that the Committee on Platform 
could easily have made its report to the con- 
vention at 8 o’clock this evening. The com- 
mittee has spent hours in needless discus- 


sion, merely to help the National Committee 


carry out its compact with the local com- 
mittee to have three days of it. St. Louis 
complained bitterly at the prospect of 
a short convention, and the National 
Committee has so manipulated things as to 
make a session necessary tomorrow. When 
the convention met today its members were 
determined to stay in their seats till all the 
work was done. The majority resisted all 
efforts to take a recess and passed on with 
the business. But the National Committee 
had a strong card to play in the alleged ina- 
bility of the Platform Committee to make its 
report, and an adjournment over night was 
finally secured. hen it became apparent 
that a recess was imperative, in order-to 
avoid having two-thirds of the delegates go 
home before the platform was adopted the 
Gray men made one final effort to secure a 
tactical victory. «lt is well understood that 
if the Vice-Presidential nomination had 
been forced this afternoon Gray would 
have been withdrawn. Senator Voorhees 
was put forward to move the re- 
cess till tomorrow, in hopes that this 
adjournment would be generally regarded as 
having been taken in the interest of the Gray 
candidacy. But Gov. White of California 
spiked that gun by seconding the motion in 
aspeech which plainly showed the conven- 
tion that the recess was notin the interést 
of Gray, and that the old Roman’s forces 
were standing solidly for him. Never- 
theless the Gray people persisted in 
keeping up the fight. They visited 
the headquarters of other delegations and 


| labored with as many delegates as they could 


get to listen. Senator Voorhees visited the 
Michigan headquarters, and other Indiana 
men performed similar missionary work in 
other direcuons. Their marching men 
made the rounds again, trying to stir upa 
little Gray enthusiasm, and meeting with tne 
same chiily reception as the night before. 
One of the rumors started during the even- 
ing was that Ohio was about to reconsider 
her action and desert the old Roman.

about Thurman. Probably a majority of 
them are opposed to his nomination. They 
say he is too old, that he boited the State 
ticket two years ago, and charge it up against 
him that in 1880 he refused to withdraw in 
Payne’s behaif at Cincinnati, when it was 
apparent Payne could have been nominated. 
Another queer thing about this Onio delega- 
tion is that it is controiled by the Scott- 
ee combination, and

A Wisconsin Manufacturer Tries Wife-Mur- 
der and Then Kills Himself. 

Eau CLalnz, Wis., June 6.— [Special. — 
About 1 o’clock this afternoon George C. 
Herkimer of this city, a knit-goods manufac- 
turer, shot his wife through the lungs at 
Fairchild Village, thirty miles south of Eau 
Claire, and immediately shot himself in the 
right temple. Herkimer died instantly; his 
wife is still alive. About a week ago Mrs. 
Herkimer, claiming her husband did not sup- 
port her properly, left her home with her 
baby and went to the homeof her sister, Mrs.

GRAY GATHERS THEM IN. 


HE BECOMES THE CHOICE OF THE 
FIELD AGAINST THURMAN, 


A Combination to Force the Ohio Man’s 
Withdrawai—The Two Chicago Cupids, 
Whelan and Corcoran, and the Cook 

County Short-Hairs Generally Having a 
High Time in St. Louls—Their Squabble 
with the Iroquois—Clevelaud Highly 
Pleased with the Result. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 6.—There has been a 
marked change in the Thurman sentiment 


since noon today. Gray’s advocates have 
been working most industriously and have 
made overtures for the formation ofa coaii- 
tion between themselves and the friends of 
the other candidates for the Vice-Presidency, 
hoping to defeat the nomination of Thurman 
on the first ballott and thereby inducing 
bim to withdraw as a candidate, which they 
assert he would promptly do at the mani- 


festation of any considerable opposition in 


the convention. 

Tue representatives of the New York delo- 
gation held a lengthy conference on the sub- 
ject tonight with Mayor Cooper of New York 
and Senator Gorman of Maryland. About 
three-fourths of the New York delegation 
appear still to be for Thurman, and Mr. 
O’ Donohue of the Tammany Society predicted 
that the unit rule would not be broken and 
that the old Roman would be nominated on 
the first ballat. 

A meeting of the Ohio delegation at a late 
hour tonight, however, indicates that the 
Thurman men are fully cognizant of the new- 
ly developed opposition to their candidate, 
and attach to it sufficient importance to re- 
quire immediate considerations of measures 
to offset it. 

While it was generally rumored tonight 
that Gov. Gray’s name would not be present- 
ed as a candidate for the Vice- Presidency, 
the Indiana deiegation met at their head- 
quarters and unanimously agreed to support 
him for the second place, and his name will 
doubtiess be placed in nomination tomorrow 
by Senator Voorhees. 

Conversations with members ot the differ- 
ent delegations disclose a disposition upon 
the part of the adherents of other candi- 
dates for the office to unite upon Gov. Gray, 
in order to defeat the nomination of Judge 
Thurman by acciamation. To this plan tne 
Iowa, Colorado, Kansas, and à portion of the 
Illinois delegation are said to be favorable. 
Should the nomination of Thurman fail upon 
the first ballot, there is a strong probability 
that a break of the unit rule would occur in 
the New York and Maryland delegations, 
and that the Texas and Kentucky delegations 
would join with them. 

The New England delegation, as well as 
those of the Pacific coast, will vote nearly 
solidly, and, while their first choice is Judge 
Thurman, leading members of those delega- 
tions express a perfect. willingness to unite 
upon another candidate in case Judge Thur- 
man’s nomination should not be practically 
unanimous. 

The friends of Stevenson are in accord 
with this plan, believing that in the event of 
Thurman’s defeat either he or Gov. Gray 
would be selected by the conyenotion. 

The Ohio delegation held a meeting late to- 
night at their headquarters with closed doors. 
The meeting was called for the purpose of 
exchanging views regarding Thurman’s can- 
didacy. Brief speeches were made by Gov. 
Bishop, Gen. Brice, Gen. Tom Poweil, Messrs. 
Baker, Neal, and Seney. The _ speak- 
ers expressed belief that Judge 
Thurman was .cerrtain to be  nom- 
inated, and discussion was directed 
to the question whether Ohio should 
deviate from her position of passive acqui- 
escence in Thurman’s candidacy and nomi- 
nation as outlined by the resolution adopted 
Monday. A brief interchange of views soon 
demonstrated the fact tnat the members 
were unanimous, that the time haa come 
when Ohio should assume an aggressive in- 
terest in behalf of the old Roman.

The tidings of-the nomination ot President 
Cleveland for a second term by the Demo- 
cratic delegates at St. Louis produved only a 
ripple of excitemientin the down-town pre- 
cincts that are sacred to mammon. The 
event had been too long discounted, and the 
effect on either legitimate business or arti- 
— spechlation was too slight to be appre- 
ciable. 2 

The old Stock Exchange received the news 
with dignity, somewhat inconsistent with its 
past record of high jinks, but its individual 
members showed in many ways their deep 
interest. The Cotton Exchange was equally 
phlegmatic in its behavior. 

There was a good deal of anger displayed 
today when it was learned that Mayor Hewitt 
had refused to issue à permit for the firin 
of a salute of 100 guns in the City-Hall Par 
to celebrate tne nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land. This fashion of firing salutes before 
the city-hall in honor of the sidential cau- 
didates of both parties is an old one. 

Four years ago Mayor Edson granted a per- 
mit for a 100-gun salute when Mr. Cleveland 
was just nominated for President. In the 
face of this fact men were astonished to 
learn that Mr. Hewitt had withheld his 
permit. It is weil known that the Mayor 
is not rapturously fond of Mr. Cleveland per- 
sonally, and Mr. Hewitt’s enemies were on!y 
too glad to find some new cause for abuse. 
The salute of honor which the Mayor’s ac- 
tion or non,action r was to have 
been fired in behalf of the County Democ- 
racy. Tuesday Ald. James Mooney called at 
the Mavor’s office with James W. Godfrey, 
of No. 72 Catherine street. Mr. Godfrey is 
the man who fired the salutes in 
City-Hall Park for years. No Mayor, 80 
far as is known, has ever questioned the 
propriety of issuing a permit as soon as 
it was applied for. Cierk Berry informed 
both Ald. Mooney and Mr. Godfrey that no 
salute could be fired until the Park Vepart- 
ment had given its consent. This consent 
could not be obtained, tor the simple reason 
itis against the reguiations of the Park De- 
partment for any flrearms to be discharged 
m a public perk.

CLEVELAND Is HiGiLlY¥Y PLEASED. 


In Fact, He Forgot it Was Reception-Day— 
Washington Views. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 6.—[Special. }— 
The President forgot this was.one of his days 
for noon receptions. He was in his office re- 
ceiyng news by private wire from St. Louis, 
while a crowd of 100 or more was 
go through the form of handshaking. Under 
the circumstances Mr. Cleveland ought to be 
excused, because a man can only be nom- 
inated for President once in four years and 
is never sure of coming out all right until 
the nomination is made. Col. Lamont 
was kept busy all morning carrying bul- 
letins to the President. There were no 
callers and Mr. Cleveland was free to make 
any remarks he chose to his faithful private 
secretary. It was half-past 1 when he re- 
ceived the news of his nomination. Col. La- 
mont was in the telegraph-room when the 
bulletin came, and hurried with it to the 
President. The two men clasped hands and 
smiled gleefully. It was another triumph of 
civil-service reform. Soon after the news 
was received a messenger came upstairs and 
told Col. Lamont the crowd had been waiting 
a long time for the reception. 61 
had forgotten all about it,“ the 
President said to an usher as he 
hurried down-stairs. Most of the peopie 
waiting were strangers/Who were bent on 
seeing a President thé day he was renom- 
inatea for asecond term. Mr. Cleveland 
seemed to have suppressed his exultation as 
he came down-stairs, for when he appeared 
there was nothing on his face to show that 
he had just received what must have been 
pleasant news. Some of those present con- 
gratulated him. He smiled his thanks and 
said he was probably the best pleased 2 
in the party. Dur us the afternoon he got 
many congratulatory telegrams and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet went to the White House 
to carry their cougratuiations in person. 

The Democrats in the House cheered lusti- 
ly when the announcement of Cleveland's re- 
nomination was read. They were answered 
with derisive laughter and shouts of defiance 
by the Republicans. Fully half the Demo- 
cratic members wore the Cleveland red rose 
in their coat-lapels today, and mostof them 
also carried red bandana handkerchiefs.

The President's message had committed the 
party to a sweeping reform of the tariff, and 
any declaration that was notin accord with 
the message would discredit the party.

It came to be stigmatized as a straddle, and 
there was an odium attached toit from which 
it could not be freed. The campaign, fortun- 
ately for the Democratic party, by the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine, had be- 
come one of personalities, and Mr. 
Cleveland had been elected. The result

But, despite the eloquence 
and the enthusiasm, this portion of the pro- 
ceedings had all the characteristic marks of 
3 m g perfunctory affair. The Dougherty speech 
may be taken as Cleveland’s personal piat- 
- form, and was doubtless intended to make 
up for any shortcomings in that presented 
by the Committee on Resolutions to the con- 
vention. 
Exer since Cleveland’s election, as the re- 
sult ot a bigot's blunder and a personal acci- 
dent in New York State, it has been evident 
ee that, despite his repudiation of a second term 
in his letter of acceptance, he would be the 
10 candidate of his party at the expiration of 
time first term. He was the only candidate 
the Democrats could have won with in 1884. 
They readily came to the conclusion that he 
would be their safest candidate in 1888. He 
Was willing to forego his presiection pledges, 
and it is no injustice to him to say that 
he has been a candidatc for a second 
ss term since 1885. His public policy has 
deen directed in aid of that ambition. His

land’s henchmen. The Democrats at St.

Bat a nomination does not mean reéiection 
for Cleveland, as Mr. Dougherty and the 
other Democratic orators so confidently pre- 
dict.

He profited 
by the personal jealousies and dissensions 
within the Republican party. But he will 
have to make his campaign this year on his 
bad record against what promises to be a 
united and harmonious opposition party 
chastened and discipiined by four years’ ex- 
power. His broken perform- 
auces will be @ompared with his florid pro- 
fessions. They will not stand the public 
scrutiny even in mugwump eyes. 

DOUGHERTY’S DESPERATION. 

The rash statements made in Mr. Dougher- 
ty’s nominating speech of Cleveland will at 
once suggest many of Cleveland’s broken 
pledges and faithless promises. His cand1- 
dacy for a second term is in direct opposition 
to the principles and political doctrines set 
forth im his letter of acceptance. His profes- 
sions of civil-service reform have been 80 
flagrantly violated that an organization offi- 
cered by his most influential supporters of 
four years ago, including George Wilham 
Curtis, its President, charges that the Ad- 
ministration’s disregard of the notorious and 
flagrant detiance of the executive circular of 
July 14, 1886, warning certain officers of the 
Government against pernicious activity in 
politics, and the President’s letter of Nov. 2, 
1887, advocating the choice of a particular 
candidate [Fellows] in a municipal election, 
have seriously discredited the cause of re- 
form and have merited the public condemna- 
tion which they had received; that the se- 
vere judgment of the public in these matters 
was a hopeful sign of reform; that the en- 
listment of officeholders for the benefit of a 
faction was a perversion of the pur- 
poses of parties; and that the Presiden- 
tial term of four years was prolific of intrigue. 
The President, despite his professions and 
pledges, has so notoriously surrendered to 
the spoils faction of his party that the Civil- 
Service law has become a mock and a by- 
word among the spoiismen themselves. The 
law has been prostituted to party ends, and 
tens of thousands of independent voters who 
supported Cleveland four years ago on the 
strength of his pledges will now feel it their 
duty to vote against him for his treachergus 
betrayal. So flagrant have those violauons 
been that even the party organs have de- 
nounced them as calculated to injure the 
Democratic party.” 

Nor is it in these matters alone that the 
President has failed to fulfill his pledges or 
the promises made for him by the spokes- 
men of the party. Several branches of the 
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public service have been demoralized by the 


character of his appointments. The Postal 
Department, the most efficient branch of the 
Government service four years ago, is now 
deplorably inefficient. The Department of 
the Interior seems to have been officered in 
the interest of monopoly, and despite Mr. 
Dougherty’s boast mat this Administration 
has rescued the pubiic domain from would- 
be barons and cormorant corporations,” the 
facts remain that the faithful officer who 
tried to effect this reform was removed on 
account of his aggressive honesty in defense 
of the public rights, and the Secretary who 
removed him was given a seat on the Su- 
preme Bench, where he may have the oppor- 
tunity to confirm the plunder claims of the 
barons and the cormorants. And the ap- 
pointment was made notwithstanding, 
though the appointee was not a mem- 
ber of the bar of the Supreme Court, 
had not been in active service for years and 
had no standing as a lawver, and was one of 
the most efficient lieutenants of Jeff Davis 
in his attempt to destroy the Nation. 
Cleveland's record in this matter will not be 
justified by referring to the fact that alleged 
Republican Senators connected with the 
‘*‘cormorant.corporation’”’ voted to confirm 
the appointment. 1 
Mr. Dougherty’s challenge will be met in 
every detail throughout the campaign. Mr. 
Cleveland will be fought on his record, on 
account of the violation of his pledges, his 
prostitution of the public service for political 
purposes, his weak and pusillanimous foreign 
policy, his improper foreign appointments, 
his demoralizing influence on the domestic 
departments. There will be no necessity of 
discussing his personal record, and it is to be 
hoped that no such attempt will be made. 
His public record will afford ample scope for 
discussion. He will be sustained or con- 
demned on that. We believe he will be con- 
demned and defeated. He certainly ought 
to be. 


ANOTHER FRENCH REVOLUTION. 
French women are beginning to walk. That 
is, they are boginning to cease to drive and 
to try to walk. This is the newest revolution, 
and it has stirred the surface of society 
thrcughout the Continent. Hitherto the eti- 
quet of not walking has been rigorous. 
Neither in the Bois nor on the boulevards, 
neither to mass Sunday morning nor to the 
theatres Monday evening, has woman in 
France been permitted either to walk or to 
drive unattended. She has been assumed to 
be as incapable of walking as the women of 
China; and the men of the country have 
been esteemed so phenomeually untrustwor- 
thy that it has been equivalent to impropriety 
for a woman to encounter one of them in the 
thoroughfares unless adequately protected 
against what is in Italy the terror of bau- 
ditti and what used to be in America the 
danger of an Indian frontier raid. 

The new French revolution takes it for 
granted that the men have become civilized, 
at least to a considerable degree; and that 
the women who desire to walk can do so 
without shocking decorum or incurring peril. 
But the latter assumption has proven only 
half true. The men accept the new régime 
gallantly and enjoy its greater freedom. But 
the women cannot walk. The foe that has 
enjoyed centuries of possession of their inert 
pedal muscles is ioath to surrender. It is the 
French bootmaker, his narrow sole, and his 
high heel. Woman m France, fortunately 
for the sex, is as resolute as woman every- 
where else. She has made up her mind to 
walk and walk she will; and if she cannot 
walk in the narrow-soled and high-heelea 
bottine she will have another sort of bottine. 
Result: A decree that the reign of narrow 
soles and high .neels is at an end. Broad 
soles and low heels have already been intro- 
duced upon the Bois and are pattering grace- 
fully down the beautiful broad a@yenues.

The later dress-reformers should not be per- 
mitted to supplement his evil-doing with 
more by going to an opposit extreme. 

Since the narrow sole and high heel go out 
with the new French revolution in France, 
it may reasonably be expected that they will 
also disappear from the kingdom of woman 
in the United States. We owe much to the 
tirst French Revolution. We shall increase 
our debt if the fashionable American woman 
will imitate the latest example of the women 
of France, and with low heels and broad

LABOR COST OF COTTON PRINT CLOTH. 

The State Department has just printed an 
elaborate report by United States Consul 
Schoenhof, who has attempted to determine 
the actual difference in the labor cost of pro- 
ducing print cloth in this country and in En- 
giand. Comparing the wages per product at 
Lowell with like expenses in Lancashire, Mr. 
Schoenhof reaches this conclusion as to 
spinning: 

Under all conditions, taking the most profit- 
ably worked mill in England as a basis for com- 
parison with our mills in America, it will be seen 
that in the spinning of medium numbers our cost 
is almost on a par, and that we pay no more for 
our labor tuan is paidin cotton-spinning in Eu- 

land, and considerably less than is paid on the 
Continent. it we take the wages dy the pound ot 
product and not by the day wages earned by the 
spinner in the different countries. In fact, the 
latter is an illusory measure of cost and the 


* 


former the only true one. | 

A comparison between the rate of wages 
in the English and American mills proves 
nothing unless the productiveness of the 
labor is taken into consideration. In England 
one girl attends 576 spindles, while the 
average in the Lowell mill is 960 spindles. 
Obviously, then, unless the American opera- 
tive receives proportionately higher wages, 
his or her labor is actually cheaper to the 
manufacturer than the labor of the English 
operative, although the latter may be paid 
less for a week’s work. It is not a question 
of weekly earnings, but of the amount paid 
per product. Consul Schoenhof’s method of 
investigation is the only one that will dis- 
close the actual difference of labor cost in 
the two countries. 

As to the expense in weaving, Mr. Schoen- 
hof says: 

Weaving is paid per cut at the rate of 20 cents 
for fifty yards in Lowell. The rate at which 
weaving is paid, for this particular print cloth, in 
Lancashire at tne present time is 120 d., or 25% 
cents, per cut of fifty yards, being W per cent 
higher than the rate paid in Lowell; or, to put it 
in another form, 40 vents in Lowell and 51 cents 
in Lancashire per 100 yards. The direct cost of 
the same length—seven yards to the pound—in 
America is, therefore, for weaving 2.80 cents and 
in Lancashire 3.57 cents. 


So that. the amount paid for weaving in 
the production of print cloth is much great- 
er in England than in the United States. Mr. 
Schoenhof’s report agrees fully with the 
statement made by Mr. Blaine in an official 
communication made by him as Secretary of 
State, in which hesaid that “ the inequalities 
ein the wages of English and American oper- 
“ atives are more than equalized by the great- 
“er efficiency of the latter and their longer 
“hours of labor.“ It cannot be pretended 
that all of the present tariff on print cloth is 
necessary to offset advantages enjoyed by 
the British manufacttrers because of a lower 
rate of wages in England. When the quality 
and efficiency of the labor are considered the 
British manufacturer actually pays more on 
a given quantity of production than the 
American, and the great mill ownersat Low- 


the advantage of the cheaper labor. As Mr. 
Schoenhof clearly shows, nominal wages 
have nothing to do with the difference in the 
cost of production in England and in the 
United States, and the disadvantage to which 
American manufacturers are subject is owing 
to the fact that they use coarser yarn and 
consequently more cotton than their British 
rivals in producing a given amount of cloth. 
In every 125 yards of cloth the British manu- 
facturer, by using tiner yarn, saves 4 pounds 
of cotton consumed by his American compet- 
itor, and this circumstance alone explains 
why the fine yarn goods of England are 
cheaper than American goods, although the 
labor cost of production is actually more 
than in this country. 


HIGHER EDUCATION. 

The last two or three years have been un- 
usually prolitic in gifts to found new univer- 
sities in the United States, or to financially 
strengthen institutions of that kind which 
are already in existence. Prominent in the 
first class are the donations of $1,000,000 by 
Tulare to establish a university in Louisiana, 
of $2,000,000 by Clark for one in Massachu- 
setts, of several millions by Stanford for Cal- 
ifornta, $300,000 by Miss Caldwell for Wash- 
ington, and the understood promise of $1,000,- 
000 by Furber for one in Chicago. The list 
of donors of the second class is so long that 
a publication of the names might be deemed 
wearisome, a large number of institutions of 
more or less moderate scope in proportion to 
their pretensions having been assisted by 
generous friends. 

The lower kind of instruction which is fur- 
nished in the public schools may be trusted 
to take care of itself; or, rather, it is pro- 
vided for by the several States, most of 
which recognize it as a duty to themselves to 
thus insure aguinst gross ignorance in those 
destined to become citizens. The higher 
kind, that which is given in the university, 
is not possible on a plan comprehensive 
enough to embrace all those to whom it 
woulda prove of the greatest value, except by 
assistance from the wealthy. And it is 
pleasant to find that rich men and women 
are becoming convinced they can work to 
immense advantage for the good of ‘society 
in the future by enabling many of its 
members to obtain instruction to the 
extent of their capacity. Yet it cannot be 
denied that this expansion of educational fa- 
cilities occurs just atthe time when the 
world is rising into comparative independ- 
ence of the higher forms of personal in- 
struction, provided it have a sufficiency of 
the lower. Time was when all the knowl- 
edge obtainable outside the limits of personal 
experience had to be gathered from the parent, 
or preacher, or other professional teacher. 
Books were few, and so expensive as not to 
be within the reach of the masses, while the 
average man could not read and understand 
them even if they had been placed in his 


course of oral instruction, complete from the 
ground up to the top of the tree of knowl- 
edge, or so far as it was desired the student 
should climb. Butitis not so now. Books 
are abundant, and so cheap as to be at com- 
mand by the humblest, while the newspaper 
of today forms ip itself a storehouse of in- 
formation which places its “constant read- 
er“ on a far higher plane of intellectual de- 
velopment than was attainable by the close 
student of a few centuries ago. The treas- 
ures that used to lie hidden in the Greek and 
Latin classics have been placed at the service 
of all whocan read either one of several

learned men who trensiated it out of those 
tongues at the command of King James. The 
mathematics, natural and mental philosophy, 
the other sciences. exact and inexact, with 
the languages, ancient and modern, can all 
be mastered by the aid of a book, or witha 
small amount of assistance from the oral 
teacher to help over the hard places. If the 
boys and girls of today be taught to read 
well, being made familiar with the printed 
appearance and meanings of a few thousand 
words in their mother tongue, they have 
within their reach, if not in actual grasp, the 
whole of the present sum of human knowi- 
edge. It rests largely with themselves, after 
that point is reached, to say how far they 
shall proceed in acquaintance with what has 
been discovered and said and written by the 
wise men and women of the past and present. 

All that is now really needed in the shape 
of higher tuition is in the nature of experi- 
ment, and in training the hand, eye, or ear. 
The ordinary person has but an inadequate 
conception of chemical analysis unless he 
sees it performed by an expert, and will not 
easily learn to recognize the characteristics 
of the different rocks unless their peculiarities 
of appearance are pointed out by the teacher. 
He needs training in order to acquire a cor- 
rect manipulation of the keys of a musical 
instrument or the brush of the painter, and 
the pronunciation of a foreign language can 
scarcely be mastered without oral as- 
sistance, no matter how explicit may 
be the directions given in the text-book. 
Hence there is plenty, of opportunity for 
the work of the intelligent instructor, both in 
general and special. The teacher is absolute- 
ly needed in the class-rooms of the primary 
and grammar schools, and his services in 
manual traiuing are destined to be in far 
greater demand than at present. There is 
still work for him, and her, to do in the 
university, but a large part of what is taught 
in that institution now could be well dis- 
pensed with. The whole range of class reei-: 
tation could be swept out of the course 
with positive advantage, and probably will 
not be much longer retained, in spite of the 


admiration expressed for it by some of the 


old fogies who occupy the professorial chair. 
Perhaps the best feature in the university 

of the near tuture will be its recognized posi- 

tion as a judge of acquirements made outside 
its walls. When this point is gained attend- 
ance in the class-room will be insisted on 

only for the acquirement of technical skill 
and not for mere book knowledge. The lat- 
ter will be gained at home, after the ability 
to read well has been obtained in the com- 
mon school. The former must still be sought 
at the hands of the professional instructor, 

who will in the future become to the student 
what the driil-master is td the incipient sol- 

dier. This will entail less of suppression of 
individuality on the part of the scholar, so 
far as thinking is concerned, while securing 
uniformity of action in performing work. 
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Onahan and the City Collectorship. 

The persistent officeholder lets go with re- 
luctance. For twenty years William J. Onahan, 
having no well-founded claims upon any party, 
and being particularly obnoxious to a large por- 
tion of the class whom he has vainly affected to 
“represent,” has never been out of office with 
his own consent. Owing to the appeal made for 
him on purely personal grounds, chiefly that he 
was without other means of livelihood, he was 
appointed City Collector after the present Re- 
publican Administration came in. Having been 
dismissed in part for disloyalty to his official 
chief, in part for the gross insult which he vol- 
untarily inflicted by a scurrilous bigot's letter 
upon the mass of his own fellow-countrymen, he 
has caused to be republished a letter written by 
him prior to the last city election for the pur- 
pose of showing that the Republican party has 
been ungrateful to him. This requires a state- 
ment of the facts surrounding the letter. 

It will be remembered that Carter Harrison 
was then in fact. while not by his own avowal, a 
Democratic candidate for Mayor. Onahan, al- 
ways ready to take any office, was a candidate for 
City Treasurer on the Democratic ticket. Judge 
Prendergast was believed to be able to make a 
combination with the Anarchists to elect the 
Democratic ticket with a compromise as to 
the nominees on it. But Judge Prendergast 
wanted himself to be the compromise nom- 
inee for something. Onahan would not give 
way to bim for. City Treasurer, and Pren- 
dergast and Onahan fought each other se- 
cretly with great bitterness: as rivals for 
the Irish Catholic vote. Meanwhile time was 
passing, and the projected alliance with the So- 
cialists was not brought about. Harrison finally 
threw up the game in disgust and made it impos- 
sible for any Democrat to run for Mayor. No 


man of common sense then believed that the So- | 


cialist nominee had a chance of election. It was 
the Republican nominee alone who could be 
elected. Then, and not until then, Onahan, with 
his eye on his office, wrote a letter in which he 
said: There is no longer, I am informed, any 
prospect that an independent ticket can be made 
up which would command support; and again: 
“If I must choose between the Republican ticket 
and the ticket put forward bytne Socialists I 
shall vote the Republican ticket.“ And this is 
the man to whom the Republican party of Chi- 
cago is said to be under obligation. 

Immediately after election the real object of 
the letter was frankly disclosed. It was to fur- 
nish the writer of it with a pretext for ap- 
pointment by the Republican Mayor. Appeals of 
a nature it would be rather indelicate to dis- 
cuss were successfully made. One of the argu- 
ments employed was that Onahan represented 
the Irish Cathohcs. That argument is exploded. 
The meeting called to emphasize the right of 
Catholics to be free in their political conduct he 
denounced gratuitously.. It was the most suc- 
cessful meeting of the kind held here since Par- 
nell’s visit. Thus two pretexts are ended—that 
the Republican party of Chicago is under obliga- 
tion to this sham and that he represents the 
Irish Catholics of Chicago of any party. It is 
understood that he has secured the signatures of 
Catholic prelates to President Cleveland asking 
his appointment as Postmaster in this city, now 
that he is out of municipal office.

in the Nation next to that of the Chief Execu- 
tive, must have touched the heart of the veteran 
soldier as he lay on his bed of suffering battling 
heroically with the common enemy of mankind. 
The scene when his commission as General was 
brought to the dying hero of a hundred battles 
was pathetic in the highest degree and can hard- 
ly be thought of without a thrill of mingled emo- 
tions. In the simple, unaffected manner charac- 
teristic of him he turned his face to the wall, 
tears came to his eyes, and in a broken voice he 
expressed his gratitude at this last mark of con- 
fidence and affection on the part of his sympa- 
thizing countrymen. Who shall say that it did 
not nerve him anew in his contest with death 
and give him a premonition, a hope, if not an 
assurance, that he should live to enjoy the 
honor so willingly conferred upon him by a 
grateful and admiring people? Certain it is that 
he soon began to raily wonderfully. At this 
writing it is, of course, impossible to say what 
will be the issue, but the heart of a Nation goes 
out to the hero of Winchester and Five Forks,

Dougherty stepped down and the con- 
vention roared and screamed for many min- 
utes. Suddenly in the centre of the great 
representation of the Capitolin Washington, 
far up in the stage gable, a slide opened and 
the full-length portrait of Cleveland was 
seen standing there. Nothing was done now 
but to cheer, whoop, whip-poor-will, cackle, 
hurrah, and mix all the feathered creation 
up with noises of a mighty shipwreck or the 
combustion of the orb. In vain Roswell P. 


Flower tried to get a hearing tor the seconder | 


of the nomination. Ali the galleries were 
blooming with bandana handkerchiefs held 
on sticks. Tne deiegates finally rose and be- 
gan to raise their banneréts of States. 
Among the bandanas was seen a hat or two 
of gray, the fossil remams of the Gray 
boom. Whoever had to sit with Tennessee 


and Texas men screaming in his ears, climb- 


ing on his hair, and making the all-night per- 
formances of the screech-owl a trifling mat- 
ter, will hope never to be in the same 
position again. Screamers oy profession and 
fame, like professional camp-meeting shout- 
ers, split my ear-drums after they had been 
doing it a quarter of an hour, and I wished 
they were where Dr. Phelps put the inventor 
of Essex tincture. In short, the convention, 
being in want of some fun, seized the first oc- 
casion of it and became a child. The band 
played twice or thrice amidst the yelling 
without bemg heard. In the riot the tia 
eagies were broken off the galleries and 


‘waved and carried about. The grav bust 


of Cleveland was decorated with laurel, and 
then a wretch clapped a gray hat on its 
head and another tied an old bandana 
uround its neck, giving the countenance an 
expression of the old fire-engine and sailor 
days, while penny trumpets were still biow- 
ing and the gamius running nature. 

James McKenzie ot Kentucky commenced 
naming Cieveland as a mate to Clay and 
Crittenden, and giving the convention an- 
other pasm by naming Mrs. Cleveland as 
the only more popular person than ber hus- 
band. He swung au immensely long arm as 
he said this, and was apparently seven feet 
high. He was dressed in gray, had a big 
chin, tuft of reddish-gray beard, and was 
bald. He comparea Cleveland to a Ken- 
tucky race-horse, and every two minutes the 
galleries would shout at him to turn 
around, almost menacingly. His com- 
parisops were getting to be savory 
of the stable, when he got a 
roar of laughter by calling Blaine the 
Florentine Mosaic. The racing comparison 
continuing, the Kentucky-Missouri ele- 
ments were greatly tickled. The speaker 
had more nature about him than his prede- 
cessor. He reached a perilous figure in the 
descending scale of his illustrations when he 
said that the name of the opposit party 
would soon not be conferred upon a dog. 
The wandering figures continued to grow 
from the race track to Methodism, and the 
convention hall was pronounced the holiest 
spot next to the Christian temple. 

A Georgia Man next came up and used the 
word South as often as his predecessor had 
used Kentucky. He said Georgia had a 
million spindles, but was unwilling to grow 
rich by carrying tribute on the people. His 
address was rather in better form than either 
of the preceding speeches, being strong 
and stout. A big shield appeared befors 
the Secretary’s desk with the name 
of P. Collins upon it. The Georgian 
finally drew a part of a manuscript upon the 
audience, and then they beganto get un- 
easy. He ended in a confused figure of 
talons, eagles, and beaks. 

The President reproved the impudence of 
the galleries in calling loudly for Voorhees 
when indiana was called. Col Morrison 
stood up, but the people loudly cried ** Voor- 
hees yet. Michigan sent up a bearded man 
of a serious look who proceeded awhile 
smoothly and then suddenly became excited. 
People began to go out. It was after i 
o’clock, and everybody was hungry. The 
Michigan man spread out both hands, bow- 
ever, wiped his face with his naked palm, and 
heard furfous cries of “Time! time!” As 
the Michigan man would not let anybody go 
to dinner they literally jeered him off his 
feet, yet the same element, reinforced by the 
galleries, immediately called loudly for Vest. 
As New York came there were cries 
for Feliows, formerly of Arkansas. He sat 
by a lady in the gallery and was pale-faced 
Then 
arose cries for Bourke Cochran, also fruit- 
less. Atthe call of Pennsylvania the gal- 
leries cried for Scott. Dawson of South 
Carolina seconded Cleveland— the man 
and the message.“ Texas put up a good- 
looking young man on a chair who said 
Texas hked Cleveland because he said: Tell 
the truth.?“ . 

The hall being now better lighted, the view 
of the immense stretch of upturned white 
faces was fine. At the name of Virginia the 
sticklers all called for Daniels, and for some 
time refused to obcy the Chairman. Mon- 
tana being named, McGinnis was yelled for 
in vain. 


The fight over the tariff had been con- 
ducted subordinate to political ambition and 
the President’s committal on the subject, but 
with no less hostility to any material change 
of the tariff system than four years ago. 
Senator Gorman is first of all a politician 
and after that a constituent. His home is in 
a part of Maryland where there are iren ore 
beds and some simail furnaces of long stand- 
ing, while Baitimore City is extending its 
manufactures through the aid of neighbor- 
ing Pevnsyivanians who are coming down 
there ana putting up steel mills. Probably 
no American city has sucha large quantity 
of cheap labor as Baltimore for which there 
is no adequate employment butin factories. 
The only internal interest of Maryland of 
much consequence is coal mined above the 
Cumberland and sent over both the Pennsyl- 
vania and Baltimore systems to the Chesa- 
peake or down that canai which is the 
main piece of patronage in the 
State and which stretches from 
Cumberland to Washington City. 
Gorman is identified with Henry Davis, who 
is a large .coal-miner and lumber-manufact- 
urer on the Upper Potomac, and who is at 
this convention. He was beaten for Chair- 
man of the Piatform Committee by Watter- 
son through a union of those Southern States 
which have no manufactures with the North- 
western States adjacent to Kentucky where 
Watterson’s paper circulates, such as IIli- 
nois and Indiana. Besides, the editor of a 
paper with popular manners is rather 
stronger in a party of heterogeneous men than 
even a Senator who comes from as far as 
Maryland. In spite of the threatening ot 
the Democratic paper in St. Louis her 
representative went with the Gorman men. 
The manufacturing interest in St. Louis is 
becoming strong, and as this convention is 
acting without much general interest of a 
selfish sort, either in offices or appropria- 
tions, a positive interest like the iron mann- 
facture is promptly ex In spite of 
Mr. Scott Pennsyvivania cast its vote for 
The Pennsylvanians have nothing 
now to expect but the fullest extension of 
the President’s patronage to them in return 
for having declared for a low form of tariff, 
which, according to their own statemen 
dooms them to be defeated by about 100, 
majority. They have given up tneir occa- 
sional prospects of carrying the State on a 
State eiection to appease the President. But 
vesterday something or other happened in 
that delegation, for Mr. Scott was yx . 
While the Resolutions Committee was in ses- 
sion he kept his room and refused to be

Gorman from 
a plain beginning as a page around Congress 
has had the talent to go out and capture a 
State of three-quarters of a million ple 
and to supplant there all the men of high 
breeding, high self-esteem and family con- 
nection. The positon of power and the un- 
aerstanding of the compouents of the votin 
society and the desire to get along in emi- 
nence with as littie friction as possible are 
noticeable points in Gorman’s mind. 


As to fidelity in. the abstract Gorman 18 
probably Watterson’s superior. The one has 
a certain amount of exploiting to do in the 
public eye, and this leads him off to Northern 
States with the banner of something or other 
to carry. Not being elected at home, the pre- 
cise interests where be lives are not in his 
charge and have not honored him with their 
clientage. The love of approbation is a re- 
spectable quantity in Watterson’s composi- 
tion, and his nervous constitution leads him 
to see evils and injuries in the progress of 
laws and the framework of society. 
Watterson expected to rermwa- 
nent Chairman in this convention, 
but it was given to, Patrick Col- 
ins, and, by the aid of Mr. Morrison, he has 


become the Chairman of the Committee on 


Resolutions. Mr. Gorman smiles, but never 
ceases to exercise his hand. You see no si 
on Gorman of the triction of public life. 
He is like the eel which is caught smooth, is 
taken off the hook smooth, wriggles smooth, 
and if he dies is smoother yet. But this 
smoothness which has been associated with 
harsh or sinister qualities is made pleasing 
in Gorman by unfailing courtesy and often 
excessive pains to carry out his word. 


In this Committee of Resolutions Burr of 
Connecticut divided from Abbettof New 
Jersey, Abbett voting for Watterson. Here 
are two dubious States in a contest over the 
tariff, and it might be asked why Abbett sup- 

rted Watterson. Watterson is by turns

personality is affected. Abbett is a man of 
strong faculty with slightly reckless bias. 
He is for a dash in ideas as his manner of 
speaking indicates; a high ground on the 
tariff question consorts with his never mod- 
erate nature. Both the Virginians voted for 
Gorman, uniting their interests with Ohio, 
Pennsyivania, and North Carolina. Add to 
these States Maryland, New York, Connecti- 
cut, and four-sixth of New Eugland, and you 
will see the impending divisional line on the 
subject of the manufactures. South Caro- 
una and everything southwest of it to 
Texas, with Mississippi at the centre, 
went for Mr. Watterson, but Arkansas 
split away, and there probably Gorman made 
a personal effort, but there is a big lumber 
interest in Arkansas and mineral interests 
throughout her to the north and west. Colo- 
rado went to the atterson side, solitary 
among the Rocky Mountain States, but her 
man Patterson was the chap who so ingen- 
iously rang in a sitver speech on the conven. 
tion by giving the. Chairman a gavel, and 
had the Chairman, who was trom California, 
put a little more silver into his reply, and 
who is now on the Committee on Resolutions, 
willing to give anything away but silver. 
He wants a special silver plank and a good 
deal of it; and in his address he referred to 
the demonetizing of silver as a base con- 
spiracy, notwithstanding Mr. Manning thun- 
dered away at silver being coined at and 
predicted that we all go to pieces on 
that account. 


There is in some parts of this convention a 
hostility to manufacturers as such. The 
head of the West Virginia delegation re-

Cleveland Democrat, ‘‘ whereas,” said 
e, I am a good Thurman Democrat.”’ 


The inquiry has been made as to how 
Southern men look and behave in this, their 
first victorious convention since the war. I 


am of the opinion that they are more lost 


than ever, since they find it impossible 
to make any headway against the material 
development, which they supposed would be 
terminated, or checked, or disciplined by a 
political triumph. Mr. oour, Senator- 
elect from Virginia, said during the week, 
Virginia was a great State as long us she 
was united and her western resources aided 
the development of the whole. But as she 
has been cut in half and the West Virginians 
decline to return to us, the Government 
ought to pay at least her share of Virginia’s 
debt, for the Government made the division. 
Ithink that the Government ought to pay 
the whole debt, in equity.”’ 


The resident genius of Missouri, and I sup- 
pose the most popular man in the State, 1s 
George Vest, who made an address here last 
night beforea club enrolled in his honor 
which would sound odd in some other parts 
of the country. He started out by saying 
that Alexander Hamilton was the champion 
of monarchical ideas, and that it was war to 
the knife between him and Jefferson. Such 
phrases as war to the knife, seem vernac- 
ular and popular to a certain extent in parts 
of Missouri now. The comparison between 
Hamiiton as a tariff man and Jefferson was 
kept up a good while; excessive applause, 
manifestly sincere, greeted all the speaker’s 
strongest sentences. He said the President 
had struck the shield of monopoly with the 
lance of annihilation, and said he cham- 
— blood-bought principles. I stand 

ere,“ said Senator Vest, to give him the 
honor due for his action on civil-service re- 
form. If I werein his place I would leave 
no Republicans in public office; I would ob- 
serve the Civil-Service law and put Demo- 
crats in the offices. I would as soon leave a 
wolf to guard my breakfast as to leave Re- 
publicans in official position to serve the 
Democracy.“ In praising Mr. Cleveland Mr. 
Vest said that if e was removed 
from the path of the Republicans to- 
night they would have a barbecue and 
kiil the last pig in the lot. He said that most 
of the slaves were introduced into the coun- 
try by Northeners, who postponed the break- 
ing up of the slave trade for years in order 
to have the navigution laws of New England 
extended. Mr. Vest acted as the Missouri 
Congressman or Senator in the Confederacy 
when this State was not out of the Union 
and returned to Missouri more popular tban 
ever by his almost irascible and unstinted 
rhetoric, which has in it some surdonic 
humor. He mites a good deal with people 
on the outside and is one of the most con- 
vivial characters about the Senate, where 
steady habitsare now coming in through the 
necessities of free labor and social ambition 
in Southern as well as Northérn communi- 
ties. 

Itis reported that Mr. McCool of Missis- 
sippi, when his delegation got together yes- 
terday, remarked that he could not go Xr. 
Gray of Indiana, because Mr. Gray had been 
a Republican as late as 1872, and, said he, 
„We cannot favor a turncoat.” 


Moses Handy, an editor, remarked that Mr. 
William Scott had said to his friends that he 
designed to have a beautiful telegram read to 
the convention. His private advices were 
that Oregon, where he had given material 
help, was going Democratic by a ma- 
jority. The supposition was that this dis- 
patch would come in soon after noon, and 
that he could have it read. But when it came 
in it was not available to be read. Hearing 
the news the Pennsylvanians who were haif 
hearted in Scott’s support went off with 
Gorman.

When Pattison was elected Democratic Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania he made Cassidy, his 
old law instructor, Attorney General of the 
State.

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Mr. Gray’s boom has been carried on with

JOLIET’S MISSING CONVICT FOUND. 


William Heller Discovered After a Week's 
Disappearance. 

Joie, III., June 6.—[Special. |—This fore- 
noon the biding-place of Convict William 
Heller who so mysteriously disappeared from 
the Joliet Prison last week Thursday was 


discovered. He was found by Deputy Gar- 


vin and Convict Bob Toda in an air-duct in 
the prison ice and meat-house. Helier had 
cleverly removed a board from the air-cham- 
ber, leaving a space about five feet long and 
three feet deep. Into this hole he had stored 
a supply of bread and meat, an extra pair of 
pants, and a large iron hook, to which was 
attached thirty-five feet of stout 
rope to be used in scaling the 
wails when the hunt for him should be 
given up. He then crawled into his narrow 
quarters, and by inserting an eyelet hook 
into the board he had removed he pulled it 
back into place and secured it from the in- 
side. Here for six days and nights the con- 
vict lay awaiting a chance to go over the 
wall. Some time during last night one of the 
prison guards who was on watch near the 
meatbouse, a place that had previously been 
searched a dozen times, heard a suspicious 
noise, as if some one was moving about in 
the meat-room. The doors were opened, and 
the place again searched, but without result. 
This morning Deputy Gervin entered the 
place, and with Convict Todd’s assistance be 
— tearing out the partitions. Todd’s crow- 


r struck the boar 
where Heller was conceaied, and the baffled 


convict was dragged torth. 

There was great rejoicing among the keep- 
ers, many of them having been on duty day 
and night for a week. Heller is now in the 
solitary.

GEN, SHERIDAN WORSE THIS MORNING. 


He Had a Bad Coughing Spell Soon After 
| Midnight. | 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 7—2:30 a. m. 

Special. — Since 1 o’clock this morning 

Gen. Sheridan has been worse. The 


coughing spell which attacked him about 


9 o’clock in the evening, and of which 
the doctors made no mention in their 
12 o’clock bulletin, returned shortly aft- 
er midnight. From 1 o’clock until 2 the 
cough was violent, and a part of the time the 
General would be taken at intervais of not 
more than three or four minutes. Once it 
seemed as though he was choking to death, 
but he raised the phlegm by a great effort 


and called out Mike, Mike, come.” Col. 


Mike was in the adjoining room, and at once 
ran to his brother’s bedside. The doc- 
tors were giving the oxygen freely 
and it produced relief, so «at after 
awhile the harassing cough was 
loosened and the General was able to expec- 
torate, ith some ease. From 2 to 3 o’clock 
the s were infrequent. There is, how- 
ever, danger from suffocation of the lungs. 
While the severe coughing fits may not re- 
turn, it is feared the return of the lung 
trouble again foreshadows other complica- 
tions. Itis pretty sure to be the forerunner 
of a bad day, though at 3 o'clock the unfa- 
vorable symptoms are not prominent. 


He Passes a Good Day. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 6.—([Special. |— 
Gen. Sheridan has had another of those good 
days which make his case so puzzling. One 
of the attendants was so much encouraged 
that he said tonight: “If the General does 
as woll the next twenty-four hours as he has 
the last twenty-four, I believe the danger 
line will be and he will be 
on the right side of it.” This feeling was 
shared by the household, whose members 
have seen the General on the point of death 
so often that when he does show improve- 
ment they at once seize upon it as asign of 
ultimate recovery. The bulletins of the 
doctors, however, continue indefinit and mis- 
leading. This morning they told how Gen. 
Sheridan had passed a good night without re- 
currence of alarming symptoms, while the 
pulse was not much above the normal, respi- 
ration reguiar and kidneys active, with no 
cedema of the legs. 

Some excitement was caused by Dr. Lin- 
coin calling alittle before noon and again 
in time to take part in the consultation 
which was held before the 2 o’clock bulletin 
was given out. Dr. Lincoln has not been at 
the house since last Thursday, when 
he was called in consultation over 
what was feared to be Gen. 
Sheridan’s deathbed. It was said Dr. 
Lincoln merely dropped in today and was 
not summoned, but this is not believed. The 
notion 1s that he was called because both tne 
General and Mrs. Sheridan wanted him, and 
that some changes were to be made in the 
treatment. Dr. Lincoln signed the 2 o’clock 
bulletin, which said the favorable indica- 
tions continued, “the pulse being 104, the 
respiration 28 and regular, the secretions 
abundant, and mind clear and sleep natural. 

At 8:30 o’clock this evening the doctors 
ventured to say no unfavorable symptoms 
had developed, that the General’s mind was 
perfectly clear, that pulse and respiration 
were as before, and that the afternoon had 
been a quiet and restful one for the 
patient. This is the full medical history of 
the day. It does not contain all the facts, 
nor does it tell what changes were 
made in the treatment, but it shows the doc- 
tors feel that their patient is really a trifle 
better. About 9:30 o’clock the General hada 
coughing spell which caused alarm for a few 
moments, but he soon got over it, and the at- 
tendants were reassured. The precaution 
was taken, however, to send for a supply of 


oxygen, which was used sparingly. 


What Dr. Lincoln Says. 
Wasuincoton, D. C., June 6.—Dr. Lincoln 
called on the sick man today at the request 
of Dr. O'Reilly, and will call again. He 


made a careful examination of the patient, 


and said this evening be found the General 
much better in every way than when he 
called before, and if nothing alarming oc- 
curred he might et out again, The Gener- 
al’s respiration, Dr. Lincoln said, was much 
better, showing that the lungs were less 
congested. When he had es be- 
fore the lungs were exceedingly con- 
gested, and it seemed impossible for 
him to live. Since that time 
Dr. O’Reilly informed him there had been 
a steady improvement until the hemorrhage 
occurred. The hemorrhages, while they had 
nearly caused death, had helped to clear up 
the lungs, and since then there had been a 
constant improvement. The kidneys, the 
doctor says, were acting favorably, and the 
General’s strength seemed to have kept up 
well. Dr. Lincoin further said the chances 
of the patient’s recovery were now greatly 
improved; but, he added, there is, of course 
always to be apprehended a recurrence o 
the heart trouble. 


, The Official Bulletins. 

WasHineGton, D. C., June 6—8:30 a. m.— 
Gen. Sheridan passed a most comfortable 
night, without the recurrence of any alarm- 
ing symptoms. His pulse is 108 and good; 
expectoration free; respiration 28, regular, 
and increasing in depth. The kidneys are 
active. There is no cedema of the legs. At 
present the General’s condition is better 
than at any time since the last bulletin was 
issued.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Men Killed and Fatally Wounded by the

A Farmer and His Family Complain of the 

S8 Second’s germ 1. 

Springriecp, III., June 6.—([Special.}— 

F. C. Volker, who farms a small tract of 
leased land just over the hill from the target 
range at Camp Lincoln, bas complained to 
Adjutant-General Vance that during the 
practice of the State troops last summer bul- 
lets were continually coming over the hill in- 
to his yard ana potato patch, and he exhibited 
three pints of these missiles which he said 
he had picked upon his premises, some of 
them having been dug out of she side of his 
house and one haying gone through the door. 
Today Volker’s attorney -called on the Gov- 
eruor in relation to the matter, and had with 
him severai bullets which he said he had per- 
sonally picked up on tne premises. He says 
that yesterday evening while Mrs. Volker 
was miiking a bullet plowed up the dirt near 
her; that she had to drive the cow behind 
the stable for safety, and that the bired help 
had been obliged to quit work in Volker’s 
vegetable gardens for fear of being shot. 
Last year the State furnished the Volker 
family atent and they moved to safer quar- 
ters while the practice went on at 
the range. This ‘year they are witbout 
relief, and have been obliged to 
squat ind the house, or dodge behind 
stumps and trees as they go about their 
work. Volker wants the State to buy his 
lease and let him move away, or to provide 
himself, the family, the hired help, and the 
live-stock with bullet-proof armor. Failing 
to secure other relief he proposes to go into 
court for an injunction to restrain the State 
from using the range. All the officers can 
do is to caution the soldiers to shoot low, and 
they intimate that, as the nill bacx of the 
butts is nearly thirty feet high, the Volkers 
must have gathered bullets on the range and 
salted their premises with them. Volker’s 
counsel says he can meet this with an 
abundance of affidavits from disinterested 
persons.

Blaine lost the party of Lincoln and Grant 
had better go out of business. 

So the inference that Mr. Medill draws is 
that the Indiana candidate of Lilinois could 
not fan to be elected.

Is It in the Climate? 

COO, June 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—The little Town of Corydon, Ind., was the 
early home of one President, Gen. Harrison, 
and also the early home of our next Presi- 
dent, Gen. Gresham. 

In 1808 Gen. Harrison was appointed Gov- 
ernor of the Territory of Indiana, with in- 
structions to select a site for the Territorial 
Capital. Early inthe spring he descended 
the Onio River in a flatboat, and, shoulder- 
ing his valise, carried the Government ashore 
and located it, temporarily, in a httile. brick 
house that is probably still standing, near 
the river-bank, in the Town of Jeffersonville. 
For about two months this was the Capital. 
During this time Gen. Harrison prospected 
for a permanent site for his future 
city—one he fondly hoped from its 
central location would become the future 
Capital of the country. Beside a large spring 
now in the Corydon Fair Ground there was 
a log cabin occupied by a family named 
Smith. Here Harrison obtained boaniing, 
and stretching a sheet across the end of the 
room again deposited valise, Territorial Gov- 
ernment, and ail its honors, in his new resi- 
dence. A day or two after having surveyed 
the siteof the new town he said to Miss 
Smith, afterwards Mrs. Bennis: Now we 
have the city surveyed, to you belongs the 
naming of it.” She chose the name from the 
song in the “Old Missouri Harmomist,” in 
which Caroline bemoans the fate of her Cory- 
don. In 1816 Indiana became a State, and in 
1824 the Capital was removed to Indianapolis. 

The early settlers of Corydon were an ex- 
ceptionally intelligent class of people. They 
were the class to whom jeans or broadcloth 
makes no difference, and their children, 
whatever be their circumstances in life, nave 
always had the advantages of association 
With respectable, well-behaved, and intelli- 
gent people.

ON RIS FAMOUS COACHING TOUR 
THROUGH THE HIGHLANDS. 


It Will Ocgupg = Month and Include Many 
Points of Interest—The Saliabury Min- 
istry in Trouble Over Their License 
Compensation Policy—A Gracefal Trib- 
ute to America Through Er- President 
Arthur’s Son—Miss Calhoun and “The 
Scariet Letter.”

Lonpon, June 5.—Mr. and Mrs. Blaine and 
their two daughters and Miss Dodge arrived 
Saturday evening in London. Their depart- 
ure from Paris had been postponed, owing 
partly to engagements and partly to a severe 
cold which Mr. Blaine had caught ana which 
made traveling imprudent. They are all at 
the Hotel Metropole, one of the biggest in 
London, where, after twenty minutes’ wait- 
ing, anxious inguirers may sometimes find 
out whether Mr. Blaine is in. Mr. and Mrs. 
Carnegie are staving at the same hotel, and 
the whole party start Thursday morning on 
that already famous coaching tour to Scot- 
land. Their road lies through the eastern 
counties of England, and all or nearly all 
the eastern cathedral towns will be visited, 
including Peterborough, Ely, Lincoln, York, 
and Durham. Their destination is Cluny 
MacPherson 
of Cluny, in the Speyside country, 
with some 1,000 acres about it, but no deer 
forest. Thirzy days are allowed for the 
journey. There will be no traveling Sun- 
days, of coutse. Mr. Blaine and his family 
will spend about a fortnight at Carnegie 
Castle, as for the summer Cluny is likely to 
be called. They will return to London by 
rail, arrive here about the 15th of July, and 
sail July 19 from Southampton for New York 
on the Norddeutscher steamer Trave. Mr. 
and Mrs. Carnegie will remain in Cluny till 
the end of September, and return on that 
gigantic new Inman ship the City of New 
York, which is bigger by 2,500 tons than any- 
thing afloat on the Atlantic, and is expected 
to break the record on her first voyage. Mr. 
Carnegie wasa guest Sunday evening at the 
Gallery Club, where he met a number of 
eminent men, to all of whom his reputation 
as a radical seemed well known. 

Mr. Blaine, in spite of his Paris cold, is 
looking extremeiy well, and in spiteof his 
refusal of the Presidency is in extremely 
good spirits. His faith in the election of the 
Republican candidate is firm, provided only 
that a good candidate be chosen who will 
force the fighting on the tariff. The fears 
end hopes of most Americans abroad point 
in the same direction. I have met no free- 
trader who believes or wishes that the Demo- 
crats will put themselves squarely on a free- 
trade platform, and no protectionist who 
doubts that the country. could be carried 
with Mr. Blaine as a candidate, or who 
does not believe that it can now be carried if 
the contest is between American protection 
and British free trade. 

The Ministry are daily more impressed with 
the force and significance of opinion inst 
their license-compensation policy. tur- 
day’s turnout in Hyde Park was numerous 
and enthusiastic, not to say fanatical. Mr. 
Caine’s speech was the most menacing feat- 
ure of the day. Mr. Caine is one of the Lib- 
eral-Unionist whips, yet he said: “If the 
Ministry elect to stand or fall on these h- 
censing clauses, so far as I am concerned 
they may fall.“ If that spirit should spread 
in the Liberal-Unionist rauks they would fall 
last enough. But it will not spread. Mr. 
‘Caine is a unique instance of a man who is 
for temperance first and union afterward. 
Besides, * ao, not mean to let the 
question at present come to a vote. They will 
take advantage of the recent judicial decision 
hostile to the view on which these license 
clauses were framed. That decision has been 
appealed against and is thought likely to be 
reversed. Mr. Ritchie will announce, when 
these clauses are reached, that the Govern- 
ment is unwilling to proceed with them while 
the point at issue is before the courts, and 
will move to postpone them, and this will be 
carried. Their tactics, if not heroic, are 
clever enough, and will shelve the difficulty 
for the moment. They canrot get rid of the 
question permanently, nor will the British 
taxpayer forget the attack that has been 
made on his pockets. 

The Irish exhibition in London: has been 
opened with a speech from Mr. Sexton, the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, eloquent enough to 
discourage English competition. The Lord 
Mayor of London, who joined in the cere- 
mony with Lis colleague of Dublin, content- 
ed himself with saying ditto“ to Mr. Sex- 
ton.

“The Scarlet Letter was produced last 
night by Miss Calhoun at the Royal Theatre 
in the Coleridge-Forbes version. This ver- 
sion proves to be an excellent literary per- 
formance, but lacking in aramatic energy 
and coherence. The five short acts are so 
many tableaux. Yet each of the first four is 
full of life and color, the interest rising 
steadily till the fifth is reached. Here, un- 


._happily, the adapters have tried to improve on 


Hawthorne, so that, while nothing but cordial 
applause was heard during the first four acts, 
the curtain went down on the fifth amid ap- 
plause mingled with hissing. The mistake 
was that Messrs. Coleridge and Forbes, in 
order to avoid an unhappy ending, prevented 
Dimmersdale from confessing the murder.

A GOOD MAN TO STEP DOWN AND OUT. | 


Postmaster Corse of Boston Will Retire 
with the Sanction of the President. 
Boston, Mass., June 6.—That Postmaster 
John M. Corse’s resignation before long will 
be in the hands of the Président is now be- 


lieved te be certain. Rumors of his inten- 


tion to step down and out have been afloat 
for over two months. It is understood that 
the Democratic machine of Massachusetts, 
after having so long unsuccessfully tried 
to oust him, has at last succeeded, and 
that his departure from the office 
will be with the complete sanction of the 
President, The President, so it is said 
and believed here, wanted to conciliate those 
of the Democrats who were disgruntled 
when he refused to parcel out the offices in 
their way. Instead of naming Gen. Collins 
for Secretary of War he named Endicott. 
instead of Peter Butler for Collector the 
President nominated Saltonstall. Corse was 
made Postmaster, and not Martin, the ma- 
chine candidate. Frederick O. Prince, Sec- 
retary of the National Committee, wanted a 
high diplomatic berth—that of Minister to 
Engiand preferred—out got nothing. Judge 
Abbott was not averse to receiving some 
similar attention from the President, but he, 
too, was left out. 

All of these men and their friends were 
dissatisfied. They were especially hostile to 
Corse as Postmaster, chiefly because, al- 
though a faithful public servant, he was not 
a spoilsman. Corse has consequently been 
driven hard by his party and has been 
harassed at every point. Patrick Maguire has 
attacked him regularly for eight months in 
his paper, and was instrumental in having 
charges preferred against one of Corse’s sub- 
ordinates, Wiiliams of Roxbury, merely as a 
means to fight Corse. By a pian agreed upon 
recently Corse is to give up his o „ and 
thus the hostile Democracy has been concili- 
ated. Collins, Prince, and Maguire are show- 
ing this by working tor Cieveland at St. 
Louis. Collins will probably be Permanent 
Chairman by special request of the Presi- 
dent. Prince and Maguire are Cleveland 
delegates. Having heiped to renominate 
Cleveland they will heip to reélect him, but 
the new Cleveland Administration will find 
a new man as Postmaster of Boston, and his 
name is John E. Fitzgerald, now Collector of 
Internal Revenue.
